THE  CURTIS  INSTITUTE  OF  MUSIC  -  John  de  Lancie,  Director 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  in  1924  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  Zimbalist.  It  is 
privately  endowed  and  functions  without  government  support  of  any  kind. 

Over  the  years  talented  young  people  from  throughout  the  world,  selected  by  audition 
without  regard  for  race,  creed,  sex  or  national  origin  and  enrolled  entirely  on  a  scholarship 
basis,  have  been  afforded  the  unique  opportunity  for  concentrated  study  with  many  of  the 
world's  greatest  musicians  and  teachers,  including  Leopold  Stokowski  who,  within  the  space  of 
six  weeks  in  the  spring  of  1922,  conducted  the  American  premieres  of  two  of  the  works  on  this 
program,  El  Amor  Brujo  and  Le  Sacre  du  Printemps.  The  Institute  numbers  among  its 
distinguished  alumni  many  world-renowned  figures  in  the  performing  arts.  Approximately  227 
Curtis  alumni  are  members  of  major  orchestras  the  world  over,  with  88  as  principal  players. 
More  than  half  of  the  members  of  The  Philadelphia  Orchestra  are  Curtis  graduates. 

The  Curtis  Symphony  Orchestra,  augmented  for  this  evening's  performance  of  Le  Sacre 
du  Printemps,  regularly  consists  of  nearly  100  players,  all  of  whom  are  presently  students  at  the 
Institute.  They  rehearse  weekly  under  the  direction  of  William  Smith,  Associate  Conductor  of 
The  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  and  give  public  and  private  concerts,  broadcast  over  WUHY-FM. 
under  such  leading  conductors  as  Mr.  Fruhbeck,  Riccardo  Muti  and  Paul  Paray. 

RAFAEL  FRUHBECK  DE  BURGOS 

Rafael  Fruhbeck  de  Burgos  is  Musical  Director  of  the  National  Orchestra  in  Madrid.  Each 
year  he  tours  North  America  where  he  conducts  many  major  orchestras,  including  those  in 
Detroit,  Chicago,  Toronto,  Montreal,  Washington,  D.  C,  Houston  and  Philadelphia.  Mr. 
Fruhbeck  de  Burgos  made  his  American  debut  in  1969  with  The  Philadelphia  Orchestra  which 
he  conducts  frequently  at  concerts  in  the  Academy  of  Music,  Robin  Hood  Dell  and  at  Saratoga. 
Last  Saturday  evening  he  conducted  The  Philadelphia  Orchestra  at  the  122nd  Academy  of 
Music  Anniversary  Concert. 

Born  in  Spain,  Mr.  Fruhbeck  de  Burgos  began  the  study  of  piano  and  violin  as  a  boy  at  the 
Bilbao  Conservatory.  He  continued  his  education  at  the  Madrid  Conservatory  and  later 
graduated  summa  cum  laude  from  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Munich.  It  was  during  that  time 
that  he  became  the  first  conductor  to  receive  the  Richard  Strauss  Prize  from  the  City  of  Munich. 

Rafael  Fruhbeck  de  Burgos  is  a  regular  guest  conductor  throughout  Europe,  including 
appearances  with  the  Philharmonia  Orchestra  of  London,  the  Vienna  Philharmonic  and  the 
London  Symphony.  He  has  toured  with  the  National  Orchestra  of  Madrid  and  the  Philharmonia 
Orchestra,  and  has  guest  conducted  the  Yomiri  Orchestra  in  Tokyo. 

PROGRAM  NOTES  by  JAMES  W.  KEELER 

SYMPHONY  NO.  6  IN  D  MAJOR  ( "Le  Matin  ")  Joseph  Haydn  (1732-1809) 

In  his  symphonies  Joseph  Haydn  was  a  phenomenal  experimenter.  Over  the  years, 
whether  he  was  in  service  at  Eisenstadt  or  at  Esterhaza,  he  took  advantage  of  the  instrumental 
forces  at  his  disposal  to  create  symphonies  which  are  marked  by  a  consistent  ebb  and  flow  of 
new  ideas.  If  he  was  particularly  proud  of  specific  players,  he  saw  to  it  that  the  symphonies  he 
wrote  at  the  time  gave  them  ample  opportunity  to  perform  as  soloists  or  to  contribute  to  new 
instrumental  colors.  Thus  we  find  all  sorts  of  solos  for  winds  and  strings,  stratospheric 
passages  for  horns  and  even,  in  the  Symphony  No.  22,  scoring  for  two  (!)  English  horns,  100 
years  before  Cesar  Franck  decided  to  use  just  one. 

Haydn  wrote  his  Symphony  No.  6  in  D  Major  in  1761.  Subtitled  "Le  Matin",  (Morning),  it  is 
one  of  a  trio  of  programmtic  symphonies,  the  others  "Le  Midi"(Midday)  and  "La  Nuit"  (Night). 
They  served  as  his  introduction  to  Eisenstadt.  In  the  Sixth  Symphony  he  gave  prominent  solos 
to  all  of  his  new  first  desk  men,  including  the  double  bass,  a  shrewd  move  which  must  have 
endeared  him  to  his  new  orchestra.  The  first  movement  opens  with  a  brief  six  bar  introduction, 
describing  the  sunrise.  Later  during  the  allegro  of  the  movement  he  introduces  the  dynamic 
marking,  fortepiano,  for  the  first  time  in  his  symphonies,  giving  a  nervous  impetus  to  the  entire 
movement.  The  adagio  is  for  strings  alone,  with  prominent  solo  passages  for  violin  and  cello, 
recalling  a  baroque  concerto  grosso.  The  winds  return  in  the  minuet.  There  are  solo  passages 
for  the  flute,  and  in  the  trio,  a  grotesque  solo  for  the  double  bass.  It  would  be  125  years  before 
Mahler  would  introduce  a  double  bass  solo  into  his  First  Symphony.  The  finale  of  Haydn's  Sixth 
Symphony  brings  solos  by  the  violin  and  cello,  again  recalling  the  concerto  grosso.  A 
surprising  touch  is  the  sudden  entrance  of  the  two  horns  following  thelongviolinsolo.AsH.C. 
Robbins  Landon  remarks,  "As  we  listen  to  this  movement,  we  must  remind  ourselves  that  it  was 
a  brilliant  way  of  pouring  new  wine  into  old  bottles." 


SUITE  FROM  "EL  AMOR  BRUJO" 


Manuel  de  Falla  (1876-1946) 


In  1914,  with  the  onset  of  World  War  I,  most  of  the  Spanish  musicians  who  were  staying  in 
Paris  returned  home.  Among  them  was  Manuel  de  Falla  who  had  spent  seven  years  in  the 
French  capital.  Spanish  artists  who  had  studied  in  France  were  looked  upon  with  some 
suspicion  at  home,  but  de  Falla  was  well  received  for  La  Vida  Breve,  his  Seven  Popular  Spanish 
Songs  and  Four  Spanish  Pieces  As  a  result  he  was  asked  to  create  a  special  composition  for 
the  gypsy  dancer,  Pastora  Imperio.  The  composer  met  with  her  and,  following  an  intense 
immersion  in  Spanish  gypsy  music,  set  to  work  on  the  ballet,  El  Amor  Brujo  The  initial 
performance  at  the  Teatro  Lara  in  Madrid  on  April  15,  1915  was  not  a  success  but  subsequent 
revisions  insured  its  popularity  as  a  ballet  and  a  concert  suite  Leopold  Stokowski  introduced 
the  suite  to  American  audiences  at  a  Philadelphia  Orchestra  concert  in  the  Academy  of  Music 
on  the  fifth  anniversary  of  the  premiere,  April  15,  1922 

The  scenario  of  El  Amor  Bru/o  is  simple.  A  gypsy  girl,  Candelas,  is  plagued  by  the  spectre 
of  her  dead  lover  which  appears  each  time  she  and  her  new  lover,  Carmelo,  are  about  to  kiss  In 
life,  Candelas'  lover  had  been  notoriously  fickle.  So.  in  order  to  frustrate  the  ghost,  the  new 
lover.  Carmelo,  brings  another  gypsy  girl,  Lucia,  to  his  next  tryst  with  Candelas  The  spectre 
appears  as  usual,  but  this  time  turns  its  attention  to  Lucia.  Thus  the  spell  is  broken,  the  lovers 
kiss,  and  all  ends  happily. 

El  Amor  Brujo  is  strongly  influenced  by  the  flamenco  music  de  Falla  had  studied,  but  it  also 
reflects  influences  from  his  stay  in  Paris  during  which  he  had  been  an  intimate  of  Debussy, 
Ravel,  Florent  Schmitt  and  Vincent  d'lndy.  The  ballet  is  thoroughly  Spanish,  but  its  delicately 
atmospheric  passages  are  a  reflection  of  French  impressionism.  In  its  original  version.  El  Amor 
Brujo  contains  several  sections  for  solo  voice  but  they  are  omitted  in  the  concert  suite  which 
includes  the  two  most  celebrated  sections  of  the  score,  "Dance  of  Terror"  and  "Ritual  Fire 
Dance".  Suggestions  of  native  Spanish  dance  rhythms  abound,  including,  in  the  reflective 
"Pantomime"  in  7/8  time,  a  version  of  the  tango  as  danced  in  Cadiz. 

LE  SACRE  DU  PRINTEMPS  (The  Rite  of  Spring)  Igor  Stravinsky  (1882-1971) 

On  the  evening  of  May  28.  1913,  in  Paris  at  the  Theatre  des  Champs-Elysees,  a  pivotal 
masterpiece  in  the  evolution  of  music  was  performed  for  the  first  time  Pierre  Monteux 
conducted  the  premiere  performance  of  Le  Sacre  du  Printemps.  It  was  choreographed  by 
Leonid  Massine,  and  the  leading  male  dancer  was  Nijinsky.  The  riot  which  ensued  is  now  part  of 
musical  folklore.  Like  so  much  that  was  new  and  revolutionary  in  those  days,  Le  Sacre  du 
Printemps  provoked  such  an  uproar  that  it  became  necessary  to  call  out  that  special  brigade  of 
culture-oriented  gendarmes  which  was  unique  to  the  Paris  cultural  scene.  Before  a  more 
subdued,  but  nonetheless  outraged  public.  Leopold  Stokowski  conducted  the  American 
premiere  at  a  Philadelphia  Orchestra  concert  in  the  Academy  of  Music  on  March  3,  1922 

Stravinsky  subtitled  his  great  ballet,  "Pictures  of  Pagan  Russia",  and  in  all  music  there  is  no 
equivalent  to  this  astonishing  evocation  of  the  primitive  and  primordial  The  emotional  and 
physical  power  of  Le  Sacre  du  Printemps  is  unique,  save  for  that  other  great  essay  on  rhythm, 
Beethoven's  Seventh  Symphony,  but  Stravinsky's  ballet  surpasses  it  in  its  absolute 
elementalism  and  in  the  incredible  weight  and  sonority  of  the  instrumental  forces  the  score 
requires.  Stavinsky  himself  remarked  that  one  must  hear  Le  Sacre  live  to  experience  its  true 
impact. 

The  composer  relates  that  the  idea  for  Le  Sacre  du  Printemps  came  to  him  while  he  was  at 
work  on  The  Firebird.  He  envisioned  a  pagan  rite  during  which  a  sacrificial  virgin  is  chosen  and 
is  finally  ordained  to  dance  herself  to  death.  While  such  a  scenario  may  help  the  listener  to 
appreciate  more  fully  the  emotional  impact  of  the  score,  it  is  generally  conceded  that  ballet 
performances  are  ill-advised.  The  power  of  the  orchestra  writing  simply  overwhelms  any 
attempt  at  choreography.  Thus.  Le  Sacre  has  taken  its  place  in  the  concert  hall  as  absolute 
music  which  befits  this  Eroica  of  the  twentieth  century. 

The  Rite  of  Spring  is  a  rhythmic  tour  de  force,  but  it  is  much  more  than  that  It  stands  as  one 
of  the  greatest  and  most  influential  compositions  in  the  history  of  music.  Most  of  it,  save  for  the 
opening  of  the  second  part  which  has  its  antecedents  in  Debussy's  first  orchestral  nocturne. 
Nuages,  was  completely  new.  Nothing  quite  like  it  had  ever  been  heard  before,  and  its  influence 
on  the  course  of  music,  even  on  Stravinsky  himself,  would  be  profound.  There  was  little  in  the 
Stravinsky  scores  which  preceded  Le  Sacre  to  hint  of  the  explosive  masterpiece  to  come.  As 
Stravinsky  himself  said,  "Very  little  tradition  lies  behind  Le  Sacre  and  no  theory  I  had  only 
my  ear  to  help  me;  I  heard,  and  I  wrote  what  I  heard.  I  am  the  vessel  through  which  Le  Sacre 
passed."

Its  first  public  concert  was  given 
on  Tuesday,  April  24,  1821  at  Washington  Hall  on  Third  Street  near  Spruce. 

The  Society  was  among  the  initial  donors  to  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  helped  in 
many  ways  to  get  that  now  famous  ensemble  established.  It  has  conducted  world- 
wide competitions  for  chamber  and  orchestral  works  and  presented  chamber  music 
concerts  in  the  city's  high  schools.  It  sponsors  recitals  by  talented  young  musicians 
and  presents  free  each  year  a  wide  range  of  outstanding  musical  events  performed  by 
renowned  artists  and  organizations  for  the  enjoyment  of  Philadelphia  music  lovers.

Quartet  for  the  End  of  Time 


In  June,  1940,  a  small  group  of  French  soldiers,  Olivier  Messiaen  among  them, 
was  cap  cured  by  the  Germans.    At  Stalag  VIU  Agorlitz,  Saxony,  Messiaen  met 
three  other  musician-prisoners,  two  of  whom  had  somehow  managed  to  keep  their 
instruments.    A  battered  cello  was  found  for  the  third,  and  later  an  old  upright 
piano  was  added  to  the  group.    By  the  beginning  of  January,  1941,  Messiaen  had 
completed  this  chamber  work  for  violin,  clarinet,  cello,  and  piano.    The  first 
performance  took  place  at  Stalag  VIIIA  on  January  15,  1941,  in  front  of  5,000 
prisoners.    Near  the  end  of  that  year  The  Germans  freed  Messiaen,  and  he  returned 
to  Paris. 

1.  Liturgy  of  crystal 

Between  three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  waking  of  the  birds;  a  lone 
blackbird  improvises,  surrounded  by  sounding  dusts,  by  a  halo  of  trills  lost 
high  in  the  trees.    Transpose  this  to  the  religious  plane:  you  have  the  har- 
monious silence  of  heaven. 

2.  Vocalise  for  the  Angel  who  announces  the  end  of  time 

The  first  and  third  parts  (very  short)  evoke  the  power  of  the  strong  angel, 
crowned  with  a  rainbow  and  covered  with  clouds,  who  sets  a  foot  on  the  sea 
■<  \  and  the  other  on  the  earth.    The  middle  section  conjures  the  impalpable  har- 
monies of  heaven.    The  piano's  soft  cascades  of  blue-orange  chords,  with  their 
distant  chime,  surround  the  near  plainsong-like  chant  of  the  violin  and  cello. 

3.  Abyss  of  the  birds  (for  solo  clarinet) 

The  abyss  is  Time,  with  its  sadness  and  weariness.    The  birds  are  the  opposite 
of  time:  our  desire  for  light,  stars,  rainbows,  and  jubilant  vocalises 1 

4.  Interlude  (without  piano) 

A  scherzo,  more  extrovert  than  the  other  movements,  with  which,  however,  it 
shows  certain  melodic  ties. 

5.  Praise  to  the  eternity  of  Jesus    (cello  and  piano) 

Jesus  is  here  considered  as  the  Word.    A  long  and  infinitely  slow  phrase  magnifies 
with  love  and  reverence  the  eternity  of  the  powerful  and  gentle  word,  "whose  years 
will  be  never  be  exhausted."

John  Dowland  was  the  only  Elizabethan  composer  to  achieve  a  European 
reputation  in  his  lifetime.    He  was  born  in  1563,  either  in  London  or 
Dublin.    He  went  to  Paris  in  1580  as  page  to  Sir  Henry  Cobham,  the 
English  ambassador.    He  came  back  to  England  in  1583.    His  son  Robert, 
who  edited  the  Musical  Banquet  of  1610,  was  born  in  1586.    He  appears  to 
have  received  more  honor  abroad  than  in  his  own  country.    In  1593-95  he 
visited  various  towns  in  Germany  and  Italy,  among  them  Venice,  Padua, 
Genoa,  Florence,  and  Ferrara,  where  it  is  not  unlikely  that  he  met  with 
Gesualdo,  Prince  of  Venosa.     In  1598  he  was  appointed  lutenistto  to 
the  King  of  Denmark,  and  the  preface  to  his  Second  Booke  of  Songes  or  Ayres, 
1600,  is  dated  at  "Helsingnoure  (Elsinore)  in  Denmark." 
In  1601  he  was  sent  to  England  to  purchase  musical  instruments,  and  it 
is  an  interesting  conjecture  that  he  may  have  met  Shakespeare,  who  was  at 
that  time  working  on  Hamlet.    He  was  dismissed  from  his  Danish  post  in 
1606  and  took  up  residence  in  London,  in  Fetter  Lane.     He  published  his 
last  work.  A  Pilgrim's  Solace,  in  1612.    In  it  he  is  described  as  lutenist 
to  Lord  V/alden,  and  in  the  same  year  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  King's 
Musicians  for  the  lutes.    He  died  in  London  on  January  21,  1626,  but  the 
burial  place  of  the  greatest  of  English  song-writers  is  unknown.
